LAWTON, Okla.. May 17.— “ Rock 
roads in Oklahoma are the most 
feasible hardsurfaced road for this 
state,” declared Frank Rush, super­ 
intendent of the Wichita National 
Forest Preserve, while on a visit 
here this week. Mr. Rush, through 
long experiments on roads in the 
forest preserve, has become an au­ 
thority on roads in this section of 
the country. Roads in the preserve 
that have been built under his di­ 
rection within the last few years 
are testimony of the fact that he is 
well qualified to voice an opinion 
on the subject. 
"The material for the construction 
of rock roads is right at hand,” Mr. 
Rush said, “and can be placed on 
the roads with less expense than 
any other material. By using crushed 
rock as a foundation and a decom­ 
posed granite and clay formation as 
a filler, a road just as snyioth and 
durable as an asphalt pavement can 
be made. We have the material here 
in the Wichita Mountains, which we 
have found by experiment on roads 
in the preserve makes a road equal 
In every respect to a concrete or 
asphalt pavement. 
‘‘We constructed five miles of road 
1 out of crushed trap rocks, a soft 
| granite formation, and a decompos­ 
ed granite and clay formation five 
years ago.

STANISLAUS West Ukraine. April 
3 — (Correspondence of The Associ­ 
ated P ress)— The West 
Ukrainian 
government recently issued a state­ 
ment asking that a new' Allied mis­ 
sion come here to study the ques­ 
tion of the boundaries between Po­ 
land aud the Ukraine dispute over 
which leads to fighting between the 
Poles and Ukrainians in the pos- j 
session of Lemberg and the oil fields 
nearby. The Ukrainian government J 
also protested against the action of 
the Inter-Allied Mission for blaming 
the 
Ukrainians 
for 
resuming 
the 
fight against the Poles. 
It is point­ 
ed out by Ukranians that the mis­ 
sion should have exercised its influ­ 
ence to induce the Poles to retire 
from the disputed territory. 
It is thought here that the only 
way of stopping 
hostilities 
would 
be to clear the disputed region of 
both 
Polish and Ukrainian 
troops 
and to neutralize the whole Lefn- 
berg oil zone. After that the fixing 
of 
the 
boundaries 
would 
be 
the 
work of many months. 
The Ukrainians claim two-thirds 
of the province of Galicia extend­ 
ing westward to the river San and 
including the cities 
of 
Jaroslav, 
Przemsyal and Sanok. Thence tho 
line claimed by the Ukrainians as 
their western border extends west­ 
ward along the Carpathian moun­ 
tains to the high Tatra mountains 
and then turns eastward along the 
south slope of the Carpathians in 
Northern 
Hungary and runs back 
to Bukowlna, including the city of 
Czernowitz. 
The 
armistice 
pro^aed 
by 
the 
Inter-Allied 
Mission 
which 
visited 
the Ukrainian headquarters in the 
latter part of February would have 
thrown the Ukrainians back on I 
line 
running 
from 
Katnionka 
to 
Halicz and thence westerly to Dol- 
ina. Even had the Ukrainian leaders 
been willing to accept such lines, it 
is stated that they would have dis­ 
graced themselves in the eyes of 
their own countrymen, lost their in­ 
fluence if not suffered personal vio­ 
lence. 
From 
the 
statement 
issued 
by 
the Ukrainian government it appears 
that the Ukrainians have little con­ 
fidence that they would recover ter­ 
ritory if they yielded at the request 
of the Allies. 
The Ukrainian Assembly in Janu 
ary last voted to cast Its lot with 
the Russian Ukraine instead of join 
lug the Poles. 
The Assembly was 
influenced by the argument that the 
W est Ukraine would be a rich state 
if it secured the fine city of Lem­ 
berg as a capital and particularly 
if it could obtain the oil region near 
Lemberg. 
The Ukrainians hope 
to 
make 
their country one 
of 
the 
most 
wealthy and prosperous and say this 
is possible In view of the wonder­ 
ful black soil of the Russian Ukraine 
which long has been famed as a 
wheat and sugar growing country.

One night, all of a su d -1 
den, three or four Bolshevik side- 
w'heelers mounting big guns came 
around a bend in the river and start 
ed trouble. When we fired our can­ 
non, they fell through 
the 
thin j 
decks into the staterooms of our 
steamers. 
A young Russian naval officer in 
command of one of our little ships 
with 
his own 
gun out of action, 
stood pat, with the useless muzzle 
turned toward the biggest of the en­ 
emy’s ships, and barred the chan­ 
nel while our other ships retreat­ 
ed. 
Then our river expedition got the 
glad news that a British monitor, 
sent all the way from the Belgian 
coast, was on the way to help them. 
The monitor 
crawled 
along 
the 
sandbars and got to Beresniki. The 
colonel 
in 
command 
of the river 
land forces told me about it, a few 
w'eeks later, when I w'ent up to his 
sector of the front. It was some­ 
thing of a tragedy this first epi­ 
sode of the monitor, but the colon­ 
el couldn’t help laughing about it. 
“The monitor steamed up.” the 
colonel said, “and its captain w'as 
rowed over to 
my 
headquarters 
ship. The navy w'as on the job and 
so, naturally, all was over. He didn’t 
want to stop a minute. 
“W here,” he shouted, “ is the en­ 
emy fleet .and which is the way 
to Kotlass?” 
“ And then the monitor chugged 
on iii the direction of the Bolshevik 
ship around the bend in the river. 
It didn’t find the enemy fleet, and 
it certainly was a long way from 
Kotlass, wrhen a 
Bolshevik 
land 
battery, masked iii the woods on 
the river bank, dropped a big shell 
into 
the 
monitor, 
putting It 
out 


i of commission and sending it back 
to Beresniki.” 
It was in this 
episode 
of 
the 
monitor that a young British naval 
surgeon performed one of the feats 
of bravery and self-denial that are 
continually taking place in this wrar. 
With one eye shot out and with 
blood 
nearly 
blinding 
the 
other, 
this young surgeon calmly and suc­ 
cessfully attended to the monito’3 
wounded until he fell exhausted. 
On the river our forces had reach­ 
ed Beresniki, on the railroad a lit­ 
tle command of French had battled 
its way nearly one hundred miles 
to Oboserskaya, and, in the swampy 
tundra between the railroad and the 
river another party .including some 
of the American sailors, was lost 
in the mud, when reinforcements, 
in 
the shape 
of three transports 
loaded with American infantrymen 
and engineers steamed into Arch­ 
angel harbor.

FAMOUS BATTLESHIP 


OUT OF COMMISSION 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
May 
17 — 
“Good bye dear old Oregon” , was 
the sentiment voiced by hundreds 
of men, women and children during 
the last week of the Victory Liberty 
Loan campaign when they visited 
the famous old battleship for the 
^ast time as she lay at anchor in 
San Francisco bay. 
Within a few 
weeks the grim fighter of nearly a 
quarter of a century ago will take 
her place with the “Constitution" 
in the hearts of the American peo­ 
ple; the Oregon will go out of com­ 
mission and become a memory. 
A few weeks after the sinking 
of the battleship Maine at Havana 
the Oregon was in San Francisco 
harbor when there flashed 
across 
the continent on March 12, 1893, 
from the Navy Department to the 
Oregon’s commander an 
order to 
proceed to Callao (Peru) as soon 
as practicable. 
On March 17. Cap­ 
tain Charles E. Clark assumed com­ 
mand. and 
two days later began 
the celebrated 
trip 
around 
the 
“ Horn." 
Captain 
Clark 
was not 
advised 
that war had been declared against 
Spain until his arrival at Rio de 
Janeiro, April 30. 
Great concern 
was felt in the United States for 
the lonely Oregon as the wherea­ 
bouts of the Spanish fleet 
under 
Admiral Cervera, 
which 
had 
just 
left the Cape Verde Islands, was 
unknown. 
The nation 
breathed a sigh of 
• relief when word was received that 
the Oregon had arrived safely at 
Jupiter Inlet, Fla., May 24, after 
a trip ot 14,000 miles made in 68 
days. 
A few days later she joined 
Admiral Sampson's fleet off Santi­ 
ago. Cuba, and she participated in 
the great battle of Sunday, July 3, 
1898, when C ervera’* fleet was an­ 
nihilated. 
The Oregon forced the 
Colon, the last of the Spanish ships, 
ashore to her destruction* 
Subsequently the Oregon steam ­ 
ed 
from 
New York 
to 
Manilla 
where she was on duty during the 
American operations in the Philip­ 
pines. 
Of late years she has been 
used for a training school for young 


I sailors and has been the feature of 
; many celebrations and' other events. 
She was built at the Union Iron 
W orks at San Francisco in 
1896 
and carried 
a complement of 
34 
officers and 671 me..
